16. (Amended) A method for treatment of cardiac and circulatory system 
diseases due to the abnormal exacerbation of Angiotensin II production comprising 
administering to a patient in nefed of such prevention or treatment an effective amount of a 
quinazoline derivative or salt thereofs^ccording to claim 1 . 

17. (Amended) A method for treatment of cardiac insufficiency, hypercardia, 
stasis cardiac diseases, hypertension, arteriosclerosis, peripheral circulatory diseases, 
revasoconstriction after PTCA, diabetic renal disorders^ non-diabetic renal disorders, 
coronary diseases including cardiac infarction, angioendothelte or vascular disorders 
accompanying arterialization and atheroma comprising administenhg to a patient in need of 
such prevention or treatment an effective amount of a quinazoline derivative or salt thereof 
according to claim 1 .
